the'house last night passed tho postal 
savings bank bill'.as recently agreed 
upon by the republican caucus of the 
house. Not a. single republican voted 
against tho measure on the final roll 
mil.

Prior to this ^action tho house l>yJ13 
to '196 rejected the democratic substi- 
tute for the bill proposed by the ma- 
jority. 
The voting upon the several motions 


involved in the disposition of the meas-

recorded their views upon the hill of 
the majority and the substitute sup- 
ported by a large portion oi the minor- 
ity.The large defection among the dem- 
ocrats was shown when the democratic 
substitute was voted upon, 21 of them 
joining the 
republicans 
in

against the measure, most 
of whom 


were opposed to a postal savings sys- 
tem of any kind. These democrats in- 
cluded Foss of Massachusetts. 


On the republican side Morris (Ne- 


braska), "insurgent," was 
tlio 
only 


member who voted with the democrats' 
lor their substitute. 
On agreeing to the bill as proposed 


by the majority nf the house as a sub- 
stitute for the senate measure, the vote 
was 175 to 105.

The report of the Board of Trade for the past year shows considerable 


activity in various directions with something of disappointment as to gen- 


eral results. 


The board has undoubtedly done very good work during the last year 


in bringing to the attention of the public many'questions of interest and in 


promoting many reforms that will ultimately benefit the city. 
The board's 


work iu the line of municipal reform and the 
city beautiful is very com- 


mendable. 
All that is needed on these questions is a healthy public senti- 


ment and this can be created to a great degree by the action of the Board 


of Trade through its influential membership and through the report of its 


action with the addresses made in the press. 


On the matter of legislation also the board has asserted n healthy in- 


fluence in supporting mcasuics beneficial lo'the city and opposing some t h a t 


might be injurious. 
The one thing, however, for which the citizens look to 


the Board of Trade as a public and representative body of business men 


is the promotion of new industries and the encouragement of business 


generally throughout the city. 
We regret in say that the board's efforts 


in this respect bnvc not been as successful as might be expected. 
The one 


important work for the benefit oC the city that may be aci'mnpfiished bv a 


board of trade is to induce new industries to locate here. 
\Vo have good 


manufacturing sites, we have a good supply of skilled labor, we have water 
power and other advantages not. to he found elsewhere and yet the annual 
report of the Board of Trade does not show that, any important industry 
was brought here during the paM year. 
It has been intimated flint several 


manufacturing concerns have be™ prospecting here with a view to estab- 
lishing factories, but. as yet no definite arrangement to this end has been 
clfeetcd. 
There was much talk of an auloiuobile factory coming here nnd 


our e.ity is rapidly beeoining a great automobile centre. 
That should be 


an inducement, in nianiil'a.'uirers in locale here. 
The great automobile 


races gave Lowell a wide reputation in this respect and no doubt, the raee* 
to be held in Sepiemlicr \\ill add to her high standing as an automobile city.
